Miss Gertrude Vogt, 17, Breaks 
Away From Assailant, Who 
Stepped From Alley. 


Miss Gertrude Vogt, ‘17-year-old 
daughter of John B. Vogt, a city 
fireman, was stabbed in the right 
side by an unidentified youth 
while walking in Warne avenue, 
near Maffitt avenue, at 8:30 o'clock 
last night. 

The youth, wearing a sweater, 
gray trousers and a cap, stepped 
from an alley and, without a word, 
seized Miss Vogt by the wrist and 
thrust at her with a small knife. 
She screamed and jerked away as 
the blade ripped through her dress.

Miss Yogt ran to her home, 3851 
avenue, where examina- 
tion showed she had suffered a 
superficial wound.

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THEORY UNSOUND, 
BENEFITS ‘NEBULOUS’ 


Advocates Hearings Be- 
fore Changes by Treaty.

WASHINGTON, May 1—Wool 
‘growers, dealers ana manufacturers 
launched a mass attack today 
against the pending bill to permit 
the Presidene to negotiate tariff— 
bargaining treaties without submit- 
ting them to the Senate for ap- 


proval. 

Testifying before the Senate Fi- 
nance Committee, representatives 
of these interests said that the agi- 
tation for the bill, which would per- 
mit the President to raise or lower 
tariff duties by 50 per cent, had 
already resulted in a 25 per cent de- 
crease in the price of wool to the 
growers. This drop, the witnesses 
said, resulted from fear that wool 
might be singled out for a tariff 
reduction, and came at a time when 
the industry was just beginning to 
emerge from its depression of the 
last four or five years. 

The wool interests, it was testi- 
fied, felt justified in their alarm 
because of a statement by Secretary 
Wallace that if the United States 
should adopt a policy of encourag- 
ing imports—as he thought it 
should do—concessions that would 
have to be made on our part might 
cause “pain” for a while to the 
wool interests of the United States. 

Action by Caucus. 

Reference was made to the action 
ef the Senate Democratic caucus 
last night in going on record for an 
amendment to the bill providing for 
gome kind of hearings in advance of 
tariff changes. Witnesses for the 
wool interests said that this would 
cure some but not all of the faults 
they found in the measure. They 
wanted it scrapped altogether. 

A special point was made of the 
fact that declines in the price of 
wool meant a depreciation of the 
collateral behind the large loans 
that the United States Government, 
through the RFC and other agen- 
cies, has made to the industry. 

Speaking for the wool and mo- 
hair producers of Texas, Judge W. 
F. Boggess of that state said that 
the uncertainty caused by the Dill 
had paralyzed the market for their 
products, “And if we can’t find a 
market,” he added, “the Govern- 
ment may have to-come down there 
and go into the sheep and goat

Five Objections Listed. 

‘The arguments against the bill 
were comprehensively set out by

turers. He listed five main ob- 
jections: First, the failure of the 
bill to provide for hearings before 
tariff reduction action by the Presi- 
dent; second, the uncertainty at- 
tendant on the fact that it would 
open up the tariff to “unpredictable 
changes;” third, the fact that any 
errors that might be made would 
be embalmed for three years in 
treaties that coud be abrogated 
only by mutual consent; fourth, 
that the bill ignores the _ cost-of- 
production formula in tariff mak- 
ing, and, fifth, that the bill is based 
on a wholly unsound economic the- 
ory. In support of his fifth point, 
Besse said: 

“The Secretary of Agriculture 
makes the statement that we must 
abandon 50,000,000 acres of farm 
land or develop a very large vol- 
ume of foreign trade which we do 
not now possess. I do not question 
this statement. But has the Sec- 
retary studied the difficulties of de- 
wee. that foreign trade?

In discarding this possibility we 
should also realize clearly that for- 
eign trade can be maintained only 
by securing a free flow of capital 
on an international scale, just as 
domestic trade can be maintained 
only by a freeing of domestic 
credit. The only way to increase 

e sum total of existing interna- 

trade is to increase world 
consumption and in some manner 
to make available sufficient credit 
to handle international shipment of 
goods on a large scale, 

“Hence it follows that at the 
presént moment increased exports 
of one commodity can be made pos- 
sible only by increasing the imports 
of some other commodity. The 
question must.be asked: ‘Are there 
any items for which a domestic de- 
mand exists or can be created 
which we do not already import or 
which we do not manufacture in 
this country ?’ 

Effect on Domestic Production. 

“A study of commodity schedules 
and of the census of manufacturers 
fails to disclose the existence of 
such items. Accordingly, we face. 
the inevitable fact that for ‘every 
additional million dollars of one 
commodity we export, we are 
obliged to decrease our domestic 
production of certain other com- 
modities by a million dollars in or- 
der to make room for the increased 
volume of imports which we must 
be prepared to accept. 

“Any gain by one industry under 
present conditions will be achieved 
at the expenge of some other in- 


a corresponding | 


dustry. There will be no aggregate 
gain whatever; the most that can 
be accomplished is a transfer of 
activity from one domestic industry 
to some other domestic industry. If 
this is the wise thing to do, it can 
be done much more simply than by 
making changes in the tariff. 

“Experiments must be tried, but 
I submit that there can be no gain 
accruing from the operation of tak- 
ing money out of one pocket and 
putting it into the other pocket, 
especially if you run the risk of 
wearing out one of the pockets in 
the process. ' 

Permits No Redress. 

“I beg you to oppose this bill as 
being based upon a fallacious eco- 
nomic principle and as conferring 
on a single individual the power of 
making treaties which may have 
serious effects on many domestic 
industries, but which does not and 
cannot empower the same individ- 
ual to redress any unfairness which 
may be occasioned by the exercise 
of this treaty power.

TIRE, BATTERY CODE SIGNED 


Minimum Retail Prices to Be 
Fixed by May 14.

— Presi- 
dent Roosevelt today signed the 
retail rubber tire and battery code, 
The code’s outstanding provision 
permits establishment by NRA of 
minimum prices at “the lowest rea- 
sonable cost” in event of emergen- 
cies in the industry.

Affidavits said that Williams 


{threatened to close mills at Clarks- 


burg, W. Va., and Steubenville, O., 
giving jobs at Weirton to men who 
had voted for the company union 
at those plants, Fly said. 

Fly added that the men who at- 
tended Williams’ mass meetings re- 
ceived full pay for the time — an 
“unprecedented act”—and got cigars 
as they left. 

Resumption of Agrument. 

Fly resumed his argument today. 
He told the Court the petition 
sought to enjoin the company from 
continued imposition of “yellow dog 
conditions.” 

Judge Nields asked Fiy if he was 
“trying to import the Amalgamat- 
ed Union into these plants.” 

“Not at all,” Fly replied. “We are 
asking oniy that the employes be 
given a free and untrammeled 
choice so their representatives will 
be free to act for them freely in 
collective bargaining.” 

Fly explained that two types of 
union existed at the Weirton plant. 
One is the “company scheme, which 
we contend is obstructive” to the 
NIRA provisions. The other is the 
plan of the Amalgamated Union of 
Steel, Iron and Tin Workers. 

“Lot of Hocus Pocus.” 

He charged that the company or- 
ganized its union first so that the 
employes did not have a chance to 
elect their own representatives. 

“They pulled a lot of hocus pocus 
about being obligated to their em- 
ployes,” he added. “Their only ob- 
ligation to the employes * to give 
them a free choice.”

HAVANA, May 1.—Bullets fired 
from roofs into the ranks of 10,000 
marching Communists today killed 
one man and wounded six others. 
Four of the wounded were: march- 
ers, one a policeman and one a sol- 
dier, 

As the firing broke out, what had 
been a fairly orderly procession was 
turned into confusion, as the march= 
ers scattered for shelter and the 
police fired their tear-gas guns. 

The Communists accused adher- 


ents of the ABC secret political so- 
ciety of the shooting, but the police 
version. was that Communists them- 
selves had fired from the roofs’at 
the police for the purpose of pro- 
voking disorders. 

Observers were unable to identify 
the persons who fired and counted 
only six persons among the — 
ties. The police asserted, however, 
that one marcher had been killed. 

The shooting occurred as the 
Communists were marching through 
Reina street, scene of disorders last 
September in which several Com- 
munists were killed. 

Thousands of soldiers were on 
the streets to aid the police,

But He Drew More Salary 
Than President, Sent Out 


Bookkeeper. 


Mrs. Louise Biankenship, “a 
Southern woman who had led a 
sheltered life,” became president of 
the Snow-Church Adjustment Co, 
after her husband’s death in No- 
vember, 1930, “as a child in busi- 
ness,” leaving the management to 
Louis: A. Lauck, she testified yes- 
terday in Bankruptcy Court. 

The company entered bankruptcy 
voluntarily recently, listing labili- 
ties of $14,352, of which more than 
$10,000 represented money due cli+ 
ents. Assets were valued at $6069. 

Her chief activities, she said, 
were to call at the office twice a 
week in the afternoon to sign 
checks, to draw her salary of $100 
a month and to advance her per- 
sonal funds to keep the business 
going. Lauck, she testified, was 
manager from her husband’s death 
until Dec. 1, 1988. He Bad been 
connected with the business since 
1923 and was “trusted” with if dur- 
ing the three months of her hus- 
band’s last illness, she testified. 

Says She Advanced $3000. 

Her brother, E. J. Poursine, vice- 

president, entered the business in 


December, 1930, to protect her in-; 


terests, she said. From time to 
time she made adyances totaling 
about $3000 at the request of Lauck, 
who, she said, told her the business 
was running benind, adding “things 
will get better next month.” 

“While I knew in a way the com- 
pany was dipping imto clients’ 
money and knew from what Lauck 
said that the business was running 
behind,” she testified, “I understood 
that was the only. way to run the 
business so we could make enough. 
money to pay clients.” 

Lauck’s Testimony. 

Lauck, an attorney, now manag- 
ing another collection agency, tes- 
tified he was merely an employe of 
the Snow-Church company with 
the honorary title of second vice- 
president. He solicited business on 
the outside and handled corres- 
pondence, he said, consulting Mrs. 
Blankenship and Poursine on mat- 
ters of policy. 

Questions by John B. Edwards, 
attorney for the trustee, however, 
elicited information that both Mrs. 
Biankenship and her brother were 
inexperien .d in the collection busi- 
ness and that Lauck’s salary, vary- 
ing between $262.60 and $275 a 
month, was higher than the presi- 
dent’s. 

Asked about an accumulation in 
1932 of about $1000 of clients’ 
money not remitted, Lauck said, “I 
told the bookkeeper she could put 
it on the profit and loss account to 
ake a record if she wanted to 
handle it that way.” 

“Well, was it a case of the tail 
wagging the dog, with a $60 clerk 
making the decision?” countered

BLANKS READY TOMORROW 


Office of Excise Commissioner 


Issuance of application blanks for 
retail liquor licenses will be begun 
by Excise Commissioner Scullin at 
9 a. m. tomorrow at his office on 
the fourth floor of the Election 
Board Building, 208 South Twelfth 
boulevard. The office will remain 
open until 11 p. m. tomorrow. 
Those taking out license blanks 
will be expected to return them 
within seven days, if they desire 
licenses. No license will be issued 
until the police have investigated 
the statement of facts made on the 
application and have reported to 
the Commissioner. Each application 
blank will be made out in duplicate, 
the extra copy going to the Police 
Department. The blanks will be is- 
sued up to May 16. 

Application blanks for licenses to 
sell liquor by the drink require the 
applicant to state his age, place of 
birth, place of naturalization if 
foreign-born, length of residence in 
city, ward and precinct in which 
registered and last amount of tax 
paid to city. The applicant. must 
state whether he has been engaged 
in the manufacture, sale or distribu- 
tion of liquor, if his license was ever 
revoked, or if he was ever convict- 
ed of or pleaded guilty to a crime, 
with details of the case. Similar 
questions are asked as to employes. 
Other persons having any interest 
in the business must be named. 
The blanks for licenses to sell 
liquor in original packages require

AGAINST INSURANCE FIRM 


Lower Court Had Decided Mortgage 
Litigation in Favor of Missouri 
State Life. 

A decision of United States Dis- 
trict Judge Martineau at Little 
Rock,. Ark., in favor of the Missouri 
‘State Life Insurance Co. in a case in 
which a special master had recom- 
mended a damage award of $210,- 
000 against the company, was sent 
back to the lower court for rehear- 
ing by the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals yesterday. 

The action arose out of foreclos- 
ure by the Missouri State Life on 
Arkansas farm lands mortgaged as 


security for a note of $240,000 due 
the insurance company. A commit- 
tee representing junior bonds sold 
on the same property alleged the 
insurance company was guilty of 
fraud in the foreclosure and sued in 
a cross bill for damages. 

A special master recommended a 
finding in favor of the eommittee, 
saying he believed fraud was pres- 
ent and that the junior bondholders 
had been damaged to the extent of 
$210,000. The company filed excep- 
tions and was sustained by Judge 
Martineau, who confirmed the fore- 
closure and dismissed the cross bill. 
The appeals court held there must 
be a rehearing because it was not 
clear there had been a proper hear- 
ing on the special master’s report.

York, now a part of Columbia Uni- 
versity, and received a medical de- 
gree in 1875. The next four years 
were spent in the universities of 
Breslau, Strassburg, Leipzig, Vien- 
na and Berlin. 

On his return he began to teach 
the new science of pathology at the 
Bellevue Hospital Medical College. 
While he was professor of path- 
ological anatomy and general path- 
ology at Bellevue, plans were being 
made for the establishment of the 
Johns Hopkins Medical school, and 
Dr. Welch was called to Baltimore. 
He was one of the five members 
of the original faculty. . 

Contributor to Many Discoveries. 

Primarily a teacher, Dr. Welch 
spent many hours in the laboratory 
with students and colleagues, fur- 
nishing advice which aided in many 
important discoveries. One discov- 
ery was a bacillug@ which generates 
hydrogen gas in wounds, producing 
usually fatal results. He was suc- 
cessful in isolating this and it was 
given his name. From the labora- 
tory which he established came 
many discoveries bearing on ma- 
laria, dysentery, rickets, diabetes, 
diphtheria, intestinal” poisons, in- 
fluenza, fungus poisoning and chlo- 
roform poisoning. — 

The department of pathology

ESTIMATE ON COUNTY 
SEWER PROJECT COST 


Would Be $5 on $100 Valua- 
tion, Carter W. Atkins 
Tells Meeting. 


Cost to property owners for sew- 
ers in the proposed $5,700,000 dis- 
trict, embracing the populous area 
of St. Louis County, will be about 
$5 on the $100 valuation, payable in 
20 annual installments, said Carter 
W. Atkins, head of the Bureau of 
Municipal Research, at a meeting 
at Webster Groves City Hall last 
night. 

About 100 persons were present, 
including representatives: of 21 in- 
corporated towns and of the larger 
unincorporated areas. Petitions for 
incorporation of the district, which 


Maline Creek on the North, Luxem- 
burg on the South, Lindbergh boule- 
vard on the west and St. Louis on 
the east, will be circulated next 
week. | 

No taxes would "be assessea for 

sewers for the first 3% years, as 
preliminary financing ‘would be 
paid from a Federal grant of 
$1,300,000, Atkins said. Taxation 
would then begin and continue for 
about 20 years, at the annual rate 
of about 25 cents on the $100 val- 
uation. 
The annual sewer tax of about 
$12.50 on a $5000 home would be no 
more expensive than the cost of 
several calis by the family physi- 
cian on account of possible sick- 
ness due to bad sewerage, said J. 
Lionberger Davis, who was chair- 
man of the meeting. The tax would 
be excellent heaith insurance, he 
said. 

W. W. Horner, consulting street 
and sewer engineer for St. Louis, 
described the physical layout of the 
district, which would include the 
main watersheds of the populated 
areas, but would exclude portions 
already sewered, such as Shrews- 
bury and parts of Maplewood, 
Richmond Heights, Clayton and 
University City. 

Boyle O. Rodes, chairman of the 
board of the St. Louis County Cham- 
ber of Commerce, told the meeting 
a large committee would be formed 
to help put the sewer proposal over. 
Under the present State law, voters 
must approve issuance of bonds for 
sewers. 

James E. Carroll, who was a 
member of a committee which in- 
terviewed Goyernment officials at 
Washington recently, said the pro- 
posal was viewed with favor there 
and described the methods to be 
followed in working out the pro- 
gram of the district.

$200,000 SAVING BY POLICE 


Commissioner Phelan Meets With 

Estimate Board in Mayor’s 

Office. . 
Police Department finances were 
discussed by the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment today in the 
Mayor’s office, with Police Com- 
missioner John. J. Phelan present. 
The estimate board, which has the 
task of cutting about $5,000,000 
from the estimates of city depart- 
ment heads to keep expenditures 
within the expected revenue, has 
asked the Police Board to reduce 
its requested.-appropriation of $5,- 
161,147, which is $200,513. more 
than its appropriation of last 
year. 

No change was suggested in the 
salaries of uniformed employes of 
the department, for which $4,094,- 
700 is provided, the same amount 
as last year. Budget Director Mey- 
ers suggested possible reductions 
in three items. These were salaries 
of civilian émployes, for which 
$724,647 is requested, in compari- 
son with $620,000 appropriated last 
year; heat, light and power, $121, 
000 requested as compared with 
$90,000 last year; and departmental 
equipment, $60,000 requested as com- 
pared with $2000 last year. The 
large increase in the last-named 
item is for purchase of automo- 
biles. 

Phelan said he would take the 
matter up with other members of 
the board, and would give the May- 
or an early answer. He said the 
proposed police budget was made 
up by Maj. Albert Bond Lambert, | 
who is now engaged in the state- 
wide bond issue campaign.

C. Dilworth, on a. note which he

National had transferred to the Re- 
serve Bank. The note bore a stip- 
ulation that, if it were not paid 
when due, any balance to Dil- 
worth’s credit in the First Nation- 
al Bank should be applied to the 
note. Dilworth contended that he 
was entitled to a credit, against 
the note, of the sum which he had 
on deposit in the Corinth bank 
when it closed. Two other cases 
were similar. 

The State Supreme Court sent 
the Dilworth. case back to Alcorn 
County Chancery Court, which had 
decided it in the Reserve Bank’s 
favor. The Supreme Court’s opin- 
ton said: 


if true, present a case of fraud on 
the part of the- plaintiff (Federal 
Reserve Bank). It is alleged that 
while the First National Bank of 
Corinth was largely indebted to it, 
and was, in fact, insolvent and a 
run had been begun on it by its 
depositors, an agent of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank was in the bank 
and knew its condition, and yet 
represented to the public that it 
was perfectly solvent and urged 
that they not withdraw their de- 
posits and represented that the 
Federal Reserve Bank was behind 
the First National Bank of Corinth. 
That, by means of such representa- 
tions, the Corinth bank was re- 
opened and the people had con- 
fidence in it, and the appellant 
here (Dilworth) not knowing it in- 
solvent conditions, continued ‘to do 
business there. 

“It was further alleged that the 
plaintiff, the Federal Reserve Bank, 
after getting the First National 
Bank of Corinth to reopen, having 
fyll Knowledge of its condition and 
without advancing any more capi- 
tal, got all the securities and 
assets of the First National Bank 
of Corinth to further secure its 
debt to’the Federal Reserve Bank. 
“The facts as pleaded show 
strongly fraud on the part of the 
Federal Reserve Bank, and if these 
facts be true, it was highly inequit- 
able to permit the plaintiff to get 
the advantage of other parties in 
such transactions.” 


Reserve Bank Counsel Says 
“Fraud” Was Only Fleaded. 
James G. McConkey, general 
counsel of the St. Louis Federal 
Reserve Bank, said today that the 
allegation of fraud, quoted by the 
Mississippi Supreme Court, was not 
a matter of evidence and was only 
a part of the pleadings in the case. 
“The Federal Reserve Bank had 
a field man from the Memphis 
Bank at Corinth when the First 
National Bank there failed,” Mce- 
Conkey said. “His sole duty was to 
attempt to collect on notes which 


He 
had no authority to make any rep- 
resentations about the bank and we 
feel certain he made no representa- 
tions.

By the new combination under 
Chancellor Engelbert Dolifuss, Von 
Starhemberg automatically will 
take the Chancellor’s place if Doll- 
fuss is unable to officiate. Fey, in 
his new Cabinet post, insures Home 
Guard control over the police, the 
gendarmerie and auxiliary and se- 
curity troops. 

Another mark of distinction for 
this May day was the proclamation 
by Dollfuss of Austria’s new Consti- 
tution in a nation-wide broadcast. 

“We purposely chose a May day, 
celebration of our new Constitu- 
tion,” said Dollfuss; “because it is 
the day of the awakening of nature 
—of youth. It must again become 
a true day of the work of all work-~ 
ers.”’ ao 

The Chancellor added that the 
new Austria would remain a Fed- 
eral state, but with the supreme 
authority in the central Govern- 
ment. 

Austria’s Burgomasters — or 
Mayors—are raised to a new status 
under the Constitution, he said; for - 
they will have the privilege of elect- 
ing a Federal.President from threes 
candidates acceptable to the Gov- 
ernment.” 

President Miklas today signed a 
concordat with the Catholic Church. 

One Communist was reported 
killed today near Nuerzzuschlag, 
Styria, by a member of a motor- 
cycle troop of 170 Fascists from 
Italy who were riding to Vienna to 
participate in the May day celebra- 
tion. The person killed was in a 
crowd which threw stones at che 
Fascists. The motorcyclists en- 
countered other difficulties in their 
trip. The highway was strewn with 
paper swastikas—the Nazi emblem 
—and nails, The motorcycle tires 
were punctured more than 200 
times, delaying the arrival of the

The restoration of national morale by President 
Roosevelt was, in Dean Donham’s judgment, a re 
markable achievement, and it “was necessary to re- 
covery.” Butrecovery has not been attained. It isn’t 
even just around the corner. It is, or may be, on 
the horizon. And the administration’s paramount 


centrate all its energies and. capacities on recovery 
exclusively, leaving reform to await a more propi- 
j tious hour. 
Several of the points on the administration’s re- 
form program might, in Dr. Donham’s opinion, bet- 
ter have been._postponed, or at least so modified as 
to allay anxiety and distrust. He identifies them: 
the Securities Act, regulation of the stock markets, 
the Glass-Steagall Act. These measures, he says, 
‘“dnyolve violent changes in our financial habits and 
institutions.” That/changes will have to be made, 
he does not deny. He argues that they should 
be deferred until the country has regained its in 
dustrial health, when it may underjake the task of 
correcting unsound practices. 
Right now, Dr. Donham fears, the administration 
is torn by conflicting emotions. Recovery and re- 
form seem to be equally alluring. That, he thinks, is 
a dangerous mistake, which may prove fatal. Too 
much reform, so he says, would be to disturb custom 
avd tradition so far that a long. period of reconstruc 
tion would have to intervene before the country re- 
covered. That is sage advice, something of which we 
should be always mindful. : 
- There are enthusiasts in the administration—a 
harsh critic: might call them zealots—who feel that 
the depression has provided the opportunity for rid- 
ing their hobbies. straight into the statutes. Dean 
Donham happily and effectually disposes of such 
theorists. An orgy of economic experimentation, he 
is persuaded, might be quite as disastrous as the 
speculative orgy of 1926 to 1929 that left us pros- 
trate. We have not yet recovered from that spree. 
The Wagner labor bill is another measure which 
Dr. Donham would remove from the calendar. For 
the reason, as he sees it, that it “would virtually 
force workers into dominant unions which inevitably 
would come under political control of a great auto 
cratic dictatorship in Washington, it would be bad 
for workers, and bad for employers.” 
So with the special tariff powers the President is 
now asking of Congress. Whatever may be said for 
the revival of foreign trade, an item of secondary 
importance in Dr. Donham’s calculations, it is ad- 
mittedly a most difficult undertaking at this time

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WHEN FEDERAL MEN BLUNDER. 
Without the intervention of Federal law enforce- 
ment officers, many kidnaping cas@s of recent months 
would still be unsolved, and many dangerous crim- 
inals would remain at large. For generations, in fact, 
Government agents have borne an enviable reputa- 
tion for persistence, energy and skill in. running down 
the enemies of society, so that their entrance into a 
case creates fear in the underworld.

‘The automobile strikes in St. Louis and other cities 
should be settled as deterrents to the progress which 
is being made toward recovery and against unem- 
ployment. The business barometer has risen 26 per 
cent in the past year. With due co-operation upon 
all our parts, it will continue to rise. : | 
There are some 3500 workers on strike in St. Louis, 
and about 1500 in Kansas City. The Kansas City 
strike is in part a sympathy strike because of the 
situation in St, Louis..

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AUSTRIA’S DIVINE DICTATORSHIP. 

The Austrian Parliament has followed the example 
of similar bodies in-Italy and Germany in voting to 
abolish itself. True, there were two dissenting votes 
at the Vienna meeting, and one participant was so 
bold as to make a protesting speech, but censorship 
was clamped upon his words, and Austrians will re- 
main in ignorance of the utterance. The lone dis- 
senter’s objection was not to abolishing Parliament, 
but to the method used in doing so. To this low 
ebb has democracy sunk in the Republic whose crea- 
tion was long viewed as one of the few constructive 
results of the World War. 

The new Constitution, approved in short order 
by the yes-man legislators, opens: “In the name of 
God Almighty, from whom all power emanates.” This 
has a fine religious ring, but it marks a return to 
modern political science of the outworn theory of 
royalty’s divine right, amended in this case to apply 
to dictatorship. The modern concept, even in mon- 
archies, is that authority proceeds from the people, 
that government is by consent of the governed. Even 
Hitler and Mussolini assert that they are in power 
through popular. mandate. It has remained for Doll- 
fuss to revert to medievalism by announcing that the 
Deity has chartered his authority. Some cynic will 
doubtless aris@to remind him of what Voltaire wrote: 
“God is always on the side of the heaviest battalions.” 
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NO PARTISANSHIP IN THE BOND ISSUES. 

In a statement signed by Gov. Park and four of 
the five other State officials designated by the Legis- 
lature to administer the State $10,000,000 bond issue, 
if approved, the officials agree to “select a bi-partisan 
commission of outstanding reputable citizens to <o- 
operate with us.” Similarly, Mayor Dickmann, ad- 
dressing bond campaign workers last Thursday, said: 
“I propose to see that the bond issue projects are 
handled in the same non-partisan or bi-partisan way 
as the projects heretofore voted have been handled. 
We shall continue to have the expenditures super- 
vised by the same sort of supervisory committee as 
has supervised the other expenditures.” 

Objection to the State bond issue was made recent- 
ly by Chairman Curtis of the Republican State Com- 
mittee on the ground that the State bond issue Would 
be administered only by Democrats. He said he would 
be unable to support it because of this, although he 
had written Gov. Park, March 15, offering his ap- 
proval and support. He has now been answered by 
Gov. Park, while Mayor Dickmann has anticipatéd a 
like objection to the city bond issue. Furthermore, 
ex-Gov. Caulfield, who said recently that he feared 
the State bond issue would be defeated unless assur- 
ances were given that the money would be wisely ad- 


Of course, as we pointed out before, there was never 
any real basis for the belief that bond issue money 
would be squandered. This is’ because, in all of the 
bond issues to. be voted on—State, city, Board of Ed- 
ucation and St. Louis County—applications for out- 
right grants have been made to the Federal Gov- 
ernment. It is the policy of the PWA, which is head- 
ed by Secretary Ickes, whose hatred of graft is*fa- 
mous, not only to examine carefully preliminary 
plans for projects on which grants are applied for, 
but to exercise strict scrutiny over expenditures after 
grants are made. :

The Japanese Policy 


HE administration has handled the Jap- 
T anese declarations sincerely and quietly. 

It has followed the sound rule in diplo- 
macy, which is not to become excited by 
words and not to be drawn into a discus- 
sion of vague generalities about the future. 
Thus Japan has been able to do some ex- 
plaining without loss of face, and the Unit- 
ed States stands on the simple ground of 
its own rights under the. existing treaties. 
No new issue has been raised between the 
two countries, and none will be, unless Japan 
raises a clear and specific case which lies 
within the scope of the treaties. 

No doubt exists, of course, that the. Japa- 
nese policy is what the spokesman said it 
was, however undiplomatic may have been 
his language. Japan intends to be the pre- 
dominant power in the Far East and the 
arbiter of its destinies. What this is to mean 
in the future no one can now foresee. But 
it is a break with the assumptions of the 
past. | 

Until the World War, Japan was one 
among several "Powers which had staked 
out spherés of influence in China. At the 
Washington conference, the assumption was 
adopted that China was gradually to achieve 
unity, independence and strength by being 
allowed to work out her own problems with- 
out interference from the great Powers. 
China’s freedom from outside interference 
was declared in Pay Nine-Power Treaty. 

” « 


On the basis of this view of China's fu- 
ture, naval limitation was agreed to in 
the Pacific. In substance, the Washington 
Treaty was an arrangement by which no 
one of the three Powers could take aggres- 
sive action against another. Japan achieved 
a defensive superiority in Asiatic waters; 
the United States a defensive superiority 
in the eastern Pacific. This limitation of 
armaments reflected a limitation of polit- 
ical purposes, as all treaties dealing with 
armaments must if they are to mean any- 
thing at all. For no two nations can or will 
limit their weapons until they have defined 
their aims. The treaties dealing with China 
did define the aims of the Powers and made 
possible the limitation of armaments, 

The new Japanese policy—it has been new 
since September, 1931—renounces the exist- 
ing limitations of political aims. No one

where the Japanese are going and what they 
intend to do. The Japanese themselves al- 
most certainly do not know, But they say 
frankly that they will be the judges of what 
they must do and how far they must go, 
and that, while they will respect our rights 
under the treaties of 1922, they, and not the 
Western Powers, are to be the judges of 
China’s rights. 

As long as the Japanese policy is in this 
sense unlimited in its aims and methods, 
there do not exist any longer the old foun- 
dations for the limitation of naval arma- 
ments. That is the consequence of the 
breakdown of the regime of the treaties. It 
does not mean that we should intervene in 
the diplomacy of the Orient. But it does 
mean that there is no basis now for a limi- 
tation of armaments. 

If Japan is to be the sole judge of her 
own actions in the Orient and the Pacific, 
the United States is bound to be the judge 
of its own armaments. As long as Japan 
insists upon a free hand to expand, no one 
knows where, it will be impossible to tie 
the hands of the other naval Powers. 

* * * 


It would not be candid or im the long run 
useful to fail to make clear to the Japanese 
that treaties to limit diplomacy go with trea- 
ties to limit armaments. They are insepar- 
able. To try.to separate them, as men have 
tried to do through the long discussions at 
Geneva, is not only to get no limitation but 
to foment suspicion and thus to make mat- 
ters worse. 

In the long view, then, we are bound to 
tell the Japanese that a definition of their 
aims is necessary to the future limitation 
of armaments. It may well be that the Nine 
Power Treaty needs to be revised.

Cancer Research 
and Discoveries

Twenty-six years ago he attempted 
to transplant the cancer of a Berlin 
mouse into a Moscow mouse. 
He was unsuccessful, for it ap- 
pears that mice and other experi- 
mental animals have a resistance 
against the tumors of other ani- 
mals, even when taken from those 
of their own species, but from dis- 
tant lands. 

Thinking that he might modify 
the cancer resistance of the Moscow 
mouse by getting the blood of the 
Berlin mouse into it, he trans- 
planted the spleens of Berlin mice 
into Moscow mice. He used the 
spleen because it is one of the mos; 
important blood organs. He found, 


Moscow mice made them even more 
resistant, to transplanted cancer. 
From this Dr. Braunstein devel- 
oped the hypothesis that anti-can- 
cer substances were produced in 
the spleen. So through elaborate 
processes he extracted from the 
spleen and other important organs 
of the blood system certain sub- 
stances which, in combination | 
with salts, he calls Splendothelan. 
By feeding these substanc to 
his experimental animals, he re- 
ports that he was able to render 
susceptible animals resistant. 
These studies are fascinating and 
revealing. The reader must not in- 
terpret them as pointing to the ap- 
proximate production of a cance” 
cure. The studies do, however, rep- 
resent an important attack on the 
problem of cancer.

Once you train 
your mind to think in terms of 
contract, rather than auction; once 
you begin to bid 26 cards instead 
of confining your vision narrowly 
to 13—the correct bids seem to be 
the only possible ones on your hold- 
ings. A smooth interchange of in- 
formation is effected within the 
safe zone. 

Now, I should like to try an 
experiment. Instead of continuing

Rules to St. Louis School Children

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ITH no other equipment than 
a brilliant gypsy costume, a 
monkey puppet and a collec- 
tion of cardboard comic. a young 
St. Louis woman is preaching 
health rules to school children and 
having more success than most pa- 
rents, teachers and doctors ever 
achieve. She is known as “Gypsy 
Gay” and her work is sponsored by 
the Tuberculosis and Health So- 
ciety. In the last six months she 
has traveled more than 2000 miles 
in the city and county and more 
than 30,000 youngsters have fallen 
under her spell and gone away 
from her performances, believing 
that it is fun to eat healthful foods, 
take baths and brush their teeth. 

“Gypsy “ay” sugar-coats her 
health pills with an entertaining 
background story about “Healthy- 
land” in which the characters are 
such redoubtable persons as “Hap- 
py Jack,” “Charlie Carrot,” “Annie 
Apple” and “Michael Milk.” While 
she talks, a white puppet monkey 
performs upon her right hand, 
catching and holding the attention 
of her young audience. :

Criticising Dull 
Child ——— 
Makes Him Worse

R. SMITH was an unvwually 

brilliant man. He was grad- 

uated from school and college 
with honors, and stood high in_his 
profession because of his intellect- 
ual attainments. His great disap- 
pgintment in life was that his only, 
soh,« Bobby, was apparently dull 
When the boy.brought home his 
school reports there was. always a 
row between father and son, His 
marks were average, it is true, but 
his father expected a line of hon- 
ors, and blustered and stormed or 
indifiged in biting sarcasm at the 
boy’s mediocrity. 

Bobby was a great admirer of his 

father’s brains, and tried his best 
to give satisfaction, but constant 
fear of his father’s displeasure op- 
pressed him so that his work 
grew worse and worse. He slept 
badly, lost his appetite, and finally 
had what was very near a nervous 
breakdown, 
It is not necessarily true that the 
son of a brilliant man will follow 
in his father’s footsteps. But the 
man to whom learning comes eas- 
ily can seldom understand the diffi- | 
culties which it may present to an- 
other. 

To hold up one’s own achievement 
as the standard of perfection to a 
child who is conscientiously doing 
his best work, is not only discourag- 
ing but actually paralyzing to his 
faculties. Some children under 
such treatment develop an attitude 
of indifference and apparently dis- 
regard the criticism; others, more 
sensitive, perhaps, grow. morbidly 
introspective and deprecating. In 
neither case has the criticism done 
any good, but rather it has defeat- 
ed its own ends, preventing the 
boys from developing along their 
own lines and gaining the self-con- 
fidence necessary for success in any 
field of work. 


For Making Batter 

Here are some suggestions about 
batter consistency: 

Thin batters, such as those for 
griddle cakes or pop-overs, should 
be at least one part liquid to one 
part flour. In thick batters for 
muffins and cakes, the proportion 
should be about one part liquid to 
two parts flour. In soft doughs for 
tea biscuits, one part liquid to three 
parts flour. In stiff doughs for 
pastry and cookies, one part liquid 
to four parts flour. An egg is 
counted as liquid. These are safe 
proportions to depend upon as cul- 
inary rules.
